Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the 
description: "4". A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important 
that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers 
in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 
"The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The 
disclosure describes," etc. 

The "Summary" sheet in the disclosure should be changed to "Abstract". 
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The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification 
of a utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application 
should include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should 
appear in upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no 
text follows the section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the 
section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED 

RESEARCH OR DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED 

ON A COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. 
Computer program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for "the narrowest conductor track having a 
width of 1.54 mm, the next one being 2x2.54-1 mm, the next one being 3x2.54-1 
nun", page 2, third paragraph, does not reasonably provide enablement for "the 
width of the conductor tracks being a whole number multiple of 2.54 mm" as 
claimed in claim 3. Also, the specification discloses that "the base spacing 
between adjacent conductor tracks is 1 mm, the next one is 2.54 + 1 mm, the next 
one is 2 x 2.54 + 1 mm", but does not disclose "the spacing between adjacent 
conductor tracks is 1 mm". The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, line 2, "the conductor tracks" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 1, line 4, "an arithmetic sequence" is unclear to how this relates to the 

one recited earlier in the claim, in line 3. 

Regarding claim 2, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 2, line 4, "the narrowest conductor track" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 2, lines 4-5, "the base spacing" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 3, line 2, "the width" is unclear to how this relates to the widths 

recited in claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Latimer 
(3,244,795). 

Latimer discloses a laminated electrical flat conductors wherein the widths 
of the conductor tracks (15, 16, 17) are staggered in an arithmetic sequence and 
that the spacings between adjacent conductor tracks are preferably of the same size 
or also staggered in an arithmetic sequence. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Latimer. 

Latimer discloses the invention as claimed in claim 1 but does not disclose 
connectors connecting to the conductor tracks. Although not disclosed by Latimer, 
it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to use electrical connectors to 
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make electrical contact with the conductor tracks of Latimer since using connectors 
with electrical flat conductors is know in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a flat cable 
comprising all the features as recited in the claims and in combination with the first 
conductor track, each conductor having a width of 1 .54 mm, the second conductor 
track, each conductor having a width of 2 x 2.54 - 1 mm, the third conductor track, 
each conductor having a width of 3 x 2,54 - 1 mm, and the conductor spacing in 
the first conductor track being 1 mm, the conductor spacing in the second 
conductor track being 2.54 + 1 mm, the conductor spacing in the third conductor 
track being 2 x 2.54 + 1 mm.

1 3 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Elliott et al., Look, Suzuki et al. and Gerpheide disclose flat 
cables in which the widths of the conductor tracks being staggered.
